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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first office action in response to the preliminary amendment filed on 01/09/2006. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 4-17 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art of record neither discloses nor makes obvious the combination set forth 
in the independent claims, and especially does not show "wherein the primary mixture channel (24) 
provides for a nozzle ring (26) having a plurality of primary mixture holes (32), passing through said ring, 
so as to provide fluid flow communication between the primary mixture tube (22) and the cavity (29) 
between the annular wall (28) of the primary mixture channel (24) and the axial air tube (14), whereby the 
primary mixture coming from the primary mixture tube (22) passes through said primary mixture holes 
(32) which impart to said primary mixture a swirling and turbulent motion along the cavity (29) until, 
maintaining this vigorous swirling motion, it arrives directly at the combustion zone (6) facing the outlet of 
the axial swirler (18)", in combination with the other claim limitations.
